RELATING TO MAKING APPROPRIATIONS IN SUPPORT OF FY 2021 2 

SECTION 1. Subject to the conditions, limitations and restrictions hereinafter contained in 3 

this act, the following general revenue amounts are hereby appropriated out of any money in the 4 

treasury not otherwise appropriated to be expended during the fiscal year ending June 30, 2021. 5 

The amounts identified for federal funds and restricted receipts shall be made available pursuant to 6 

section 35-4-22 and Chapter 41 of Title 42 of the Rhode Island General Laws. For the purposes 7 

and functions hereinafter mentioned, the state controller is hereby authorized and directed to draw 8 

his or her orders upon the general treasurer for the payment of such sums or such portions thereof 9 

as may be required from time to time upon receipt by him or her of properly authenticated vouchers.  10

SECTION 2. Each line appearing in Section 1 of this Article shall constitute an 28 

appropriation. 29 

SECTION 3.  Upon the transfer of any function of a department or agency to another 30 

department or agency, the Governor is hereby authorized by means of executive order to transfer 31 

or reallocate, in whole or in part, the appropriations and the full-time equivalent limits affected 32 

thereby; provided, however, in accordance with Rhode Island General Law, Section 42-6-5, when 33 

the duties or administrative functions of government are designated by law to be performed within 34 
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a particular department or agency, no transfer of duties or functions and no re-allocation, in whole 1 

or part, or appropriations and full-time equivalent positions to any other department or agency shall 2 

be authorized. 3 

SECTION 4. From the appropriation for contingency shall be paid such sums as may be 4 

required at the discretion of the Governor to fund expenditures for which appropriations may not 5 

exist. Such contingency funds may also be used for expenditures in the several departments and 6 

agencies where appropriations are insufficient, or where such requirements are due to unforeseen 7 

conditions or are non-recurring items of an unusual nature. Said appropriations may also be used 8 

for the payment of bills incurred due to emergencies or to any offense against public peace and 9 

property, in accordance with the provisions of Titles 11 and 45 of the General Laws of 1956, as 10 

amended. All expenditures and transfers from this account shall be approved by the Governor. 11 

SECTION 5. The general assembly authorizes the state controller to establish the internal 12 

service accounts shown below, and no other, to finance and account for the operations of state 13 

agencies that provide services to other agencies, institutions and other governmental units on a cost 14 

reimbursed basis. The purpose of these accounts is to ensure that certain activities are managed in 15 

a businesslike manner, promote efficient use of services by making agencies pay the full costs 16 

associated with providing the services, and allocate the costs of central administrative services 17 

across all fund types, so that federal and other non-general fund programs share in the costs of 18 

general government support. The controller is authorized to reimburse these accounts for the cost 19 

of work or services performed for any other department or agency subject to the following 20

SECTION 6. Legislative Intent - The General Assembly may provide a written "statement 5 

of legislative intent" signed by the chairperson of the House Finance Committee and by the 6 

chairperson of the Senate Finance Committee to show the intended purpose of the appropriations 7 

contained in Section 1 of this Article. The statement of legislative intent shall be kept on file in the 8 

House Finance Committee and in the Senate Finance Committee. 9 

At least twenty (20) days prior to the issuance of a grant or the release of funds, which 10 

grant or funds are listed on the legislative letter of intent, all department, agency and corporation 11 

directors, shall notify in writing the chairperson of the House Finance Committee and the 12 

chairperson of the Senate Finance Committee of the approximate date when the funds are to be 13 

released or granted.

SECTION 13. Reappropriation of Funding for Rhode Island Capital Plan Fund Projects. – 2 

Any unexpended and unencumbered funds from Rhode Island Capital Plan Fund project 3 

appropriations shall be reappropriated in the ensuing fiscal year and made available for the same 4 

purpose. However, any such reappropriations are subject to final approval by the General Assembly 5 

as part of the supplemental appropriations act. Any unexpended funds of less than five hundred 6 

dollars ($500) shall be reappropriated at the discretion of the State Budget Officer. 7 

SECTION 14. For the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 2021, the Rhode Island Housing and 8 

Mortgage Finance Corporation shall provide from its resources such sums as appropriate in support 9 

of the Neighborhood Opportunities Program. The Corporation shall provide a report detailing the 10 

amount of funding provided to this program, as well as information on the number of units of 11 

housing provided as a result to the Director of Administration, the Chair of the Housing Resources 12 

Commission, the Chair of the House Finance Committee, the Chair of the Senate Finance 13 

Committee and the State Budget Officer. 14 

SECTION 15. For fiscal year 2021 only, upon the directive of the controller, with the 15 

consent of the auditor general, the budget officer is hereby authorized to convert any escrow 16 

liability account to a restricted receipt account whenever such conversion has been deemed prudent 17 

and appropriate by both the auditor general and the controller according to generally accepted 18 

governmental accounting principles and/or specific pronouncements of the governmental 19 

accounting standards board (GASB). 20 

SECTION 16.  For fiscal year 2021 only, the budget officer is hereby authorized to create 21 

restricted receipt accounts entitled “opioid stewardship fund allocation” in any department or 22 

agency of state government wherein monies from the opioid stewardship fund are appropriated by 23 

the general assembly. 24 

SECTION 17. Relating to Borrowing in Anticipation of Receipts from Taxes. -- (a) The 25 

State of Rhode Island is hereby authorized to borrow during its fiscal year ending June 30, 2021, 26 

in anticipation of receipts from taxes and other sources such sum or sums, at such time or times and 27 

upon such terms and conditions not inconsistent with the provisions and limitations of Section 17 28 

of Article VI of the constitution of Rhode Island, as the general treasurer, with the advice of the 29 

Governor, shall deem for the best interests of the state, provided that the amounts so borrowed shall 30 

not exceed three hundred million dollars ($300,000,000), at any time outstanding. The state is 31 

hereby further authorized to give its promissory note or notes or other evidences of indebtedness 32 

signed by the general treasurer and counter-signed by the secretary of state for the payment of any 33 

sum so borrowed. Any such proceeds shall be invested by the general treasurer until such time as 34 
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they are needed. The interest income earned from such investments shall be used to pay the interest 1 

on the promissory note or notes, or other evidences of indebtedness, and any expense of issuing the 2 

promissory note or notes, or other evidences of indebtedness, with the balance remaining at the end 3 

of said fiscal year, if any, shall be used toward the payment of long-term debt service of the state, 4 

unless prohibited by federal law or regulation. 5 

(b) Notwithstanding any other authority to the contrary, duly authorized borrowing in 6 

anticipation of receipts of taxes and other sources during the fiscal year ending June 30, 2021, may 7 

be issued in the form of notes or other evidences of indebtedness of the state. In connection 8 

therewith, the state, acting through the general treasurer, may enter into agreements with banks, 9 

trust companies or other financial institutions within or outside the state or with the United States 10 

government and agencies of the United States government, whether in the form of letters or lines 11 

of credit, liquidity facilities, insurance or other support arrangements. Any notes or other evidences 12 

of indebtedness shall be issued in such amounts and bear such terms as the general treasurer, with 13 

the advice of the governor, shall determine, which may include provisions for prepayment at any 14 

time with or without premium or other prepayment fee at the option of the state. Such notes may 15 

be sold on a competitive or negotiated basis at a premium or discount, and may bear interest or not 16 

and, if interest bearing, may bear interest at one or more fixed rates or at such rate or rates variable 17 

from time to time as determined by such index, banking loan rate or other method specified in any 18 

agreement relating to the notes or other evidences of indebtedness. Any such agreement may also 19 

include such other covenants and provisions for protecting the rights, security and remedies of the 20 

noteholders or lenders as may, in the discretion of the general treasurer, be reasonable, legal and 21 

proper. The general treasurer may also enter into agreements with firms to facilitate the issuance 22 

of the notes or other evidences of indebtedness, including, but not limited to, trustees, paying 23 

agents, underwriters, broker-dealers or placement agents for the underwriting, placement, 24 

marketing or remarketing of any such notes or evidences of indebtedness of the state. 25 

(c) To the extent that notes or other evidences of indebtedness are issued pursuant to this 26 

Article, the authorization to issue notes in the same amount pursuant to § 30-15-10 of the Rhode 27 

Island General Laws approved by a Resolution of the Disaster Emergency Funding Board adopted 28 

on March 26, 2020, shall be reduced and extinguished. 29 

SECTION 18. Section 35-3-20 of the General Laws in Chapter 35-3 entitled "State Budget" 30 

is hereby amended to read as follows: 31 

35-3-20. State budget reserve and cash stabilization account. 32 

(a) There is hereby created within the general fund a state budget reserve and cash 33 

stabilization account, which shall be administered by the state controller and which shall be used 34 
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solely for the purpose of providing such sums as may be appropriated to fund any unanticipated 1 

general revenue deficit caused by a general revenue shortfall. 2 

(b) In carrying out the provisions of § 35-3-20.1, the state controller shall, based on that 3 

fiscal years estimate, transfer the amounts needed to fund cash requirements during the fiscal year; 4 

the transfer shall be adjusted at the end of the fiscal year in order to conform to the requirements of 5 

§ 35-3-20.1. To the extent that funds so transferred are not needed by the Rhode Island Capital Plan 6 

fund the funds may be loaned back to the general fund. 7 

(c) For the fiscal year ending June 30, 2009, whenever the aggregate of the monies and 8 

securities held for the credit of the state budget reserve and cash stabilization account exceeds three 9 

and four tenths of one percent (3.4%) of total fiscal year resources, consisting of the aggregate of 10 

(1) actual revenues from taxes and other departmental general revenue sources; and (2) the general 11 

revenue balance available for appropriations at the beginning of the fiscal year; the excess shall be 12 

transferred to the Rhode Island Capital Plan fund, to be used solely for capital projects. Provided 13 

further, the applicable percentage shall increase by four-tenths of one percent (.4%) for the 14 

succeeding four (4) fiscal years as follows: 15 

Fiscal year ending June 30, 2010 3.8% 16 

Fiscal year ending June 30, 2011 4.2% 17 

Fiscal year ending June 30, 2012 4.6% 18 

Fiscal years ending June 30, 2013 and thereafter 5.0% 19 

(d) At any time after the third quarter of a fiscal year, that it is indicated that total resources 20 

which are defined to be the aggregate of estimated general revenue, general revenue receivables, 21 

and available free surplus in the general fund will be less than the estimates upon which current 22 

appropriations were based, the general assembly may make appropriations from the state budget 23 

reserve and cash stabilization account for the difference between the estimated total resources and 24 

the original estimates upon which enacted appropriations were based, but only in the amount of the 25 

difference based upon the revenues projected at latest state revenue estimating conference pursuant 26 

to chapter 16 of title 35 as reported by the chairperson of that conference. 27 

(e) Whenever a transfer has been made pursuant to subsection (d), that transfer shall be 28 

considered as estimated general revenues for the purposes of determining the amount to be 29 

transferred to the Rhode Island Capital Plan fund for the purposes of subsection 35-3-20.1(b). 30 

(f) Whenever a transfer has been made pursuant to subsection (d), the amount of the transfer 31 

shall be transferred to the Rhode Island Capital Plan fund from funds payable into the general 32 

revenue fund pursuant to § 35-3-20.1 in the fiscal year following the fiscal year in which the transfer 33 

was made, except that in fiscal year 2010 there shall be no repayment of the amount transferred, 34 
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and the repayment shall be made in fiscal year 2011, and except that in fiscal year 2021, 1 

$90,000,000 of the repayment amount shall be transferred and the remainder of the repayment  shall 2 

be made in fiscal year 2022. 3 

SECTION 19. Relating to Lease Approval for Rhode Island Council on Postsecondary 4 

Education, 25 West Independence Way, Kingston, RI. 5 

WHEREAS, The University of Rhode Island (the University) has academic programs in 6 

Physical Therapy, Communicative Disorders, and Kinesiology with teaching, research, and 7 

outreach that benefit Rhode Island adults and children with injuries and disabilities; and 8 

WHEREAS, The Independence Square Foundation (the Foundation) is a non-profit 9 

corporation that develops and manages community center buildings, leasing space at affordable 10 

rates to not-for-profit operations, with a historical emphasis on operations supporting individuals 11 

with disabilities; and 12 

WHEREAS, The Foundation promotes and fosters collaborative relationships between its 13 

non-profit tenants in the interest of enhancing the range and quality of services offered to these 14 

special populations, recognized at the National level as a unique model to be emulated: and 15 

WHEREAS, In 1991, the University and the Board of Governors for Higher 16 

Education/Council on Postsecondary  Education (the Board), and the State Properties Committee 17 

(the Properties Committee) approved a lease of land (Ground Lease), for ten years, with ten years 18

Second Amendment to Lease (Second Amendment) commencing as of the 17th day of August, 3

rentable square feet of space located in Suite N of the Building III; and 5 

WHEREAS, in 2019, the University, the Board and the Properties Committee approved a 6 

Third Amendment to Lease (Third Amendment) commencing as of the 16th day of August, 2019 7 

and terminating on August 31, 2020, wherein Landlord leased to Tenant approximately 1,270 8 

rentable square feet of space located in Suite M of the Building III; and 9 

WHEREAS, in 2019, the University, the Board and the Properties Committee approved a 10 

Fourth Amendment to Lease (Fourth Amendment) commencing as of the 1st day of January, 2020 11 

and terminating on August 16, 2020, wherein Landlord leased to Tenant approximately 2,868 12 

rentable square feet of space located in Suite K of Building III; and 13 

WHEREAS, in 2020, the University and the Board have approved a term extension for 14 

amendments 1-4 to bring them to be coterminous with the original lease, terminating on January 15 

31, 2034; and 16 

WHEREAS it is in the best interest of the University programs, associated students and 17 

faculty to have continued access to the quality, accessible, and well-maintained facilities for the 18 

duration of the Lease; and 19 

WHEREAS, The Lease Extension Agreement requires the University to pay an additional 20 

Base Rent, plus the University's proportionate share of building operating expenses, including 21 

heating, cooling, lighting, and basic electrical service, such Base Rent, for the extension period, in 22 

total, shall be $1,416,381.24. The proportionate share of building operating expenses are calculated 23 

on an annualized basis, this proportionate share of building operating expenses being subject to 24 

annual increases in operating expenses in future years; now, therefore be it 25

Plantations hereby recognizes that the extension period payments of Additional Base Rent will not 27

(2) Must be admitted to, and must enroll and attend the community college of Rhode Island 14 

on a full-time basis by the semester immediately following high school graduation or the semester 15 

immediately following receipt of a high school equivalency diploma; 16 

(3) Must complete the FAFSA and any required FAFSA verification by the deadline 17 

prescribed by the community college of Rhode Island for each year in which the student seeks to 18 

receive funding under the scholarship program; 19 

(4) Must continue to be enrolled on a full-time basis; 20 

(5) Must maintain an average annual cumulative grade point average (GPA) of 2.5 or 21 

greater, as determined by the community college of Rhode Island; 22 

(6) Must remain on track to graduate on time as determined by the community college of 23 

Rhode Island; 24 

(7) Must not have already received an award under this scholarship program; and 25 

(8) Must commit to live, work, or continue their education in Rhode Island after graduation. 26 

The community college of Rhode Island shall develop a policy that will secure this 27 

commitment from recipient students. 28 

(b) Notwithstanding the eligibility requirements under subsection (a) of this section 29 

("specified conditions"): 30 

(i) In the case of a recipient student who has an approved medical or personal leave of 31 

absence or is unable to satisfy one or more specified conditions because of the student's medical or 32 

personal circumstances, the student may continue to receive an award under the scholarship 33 

program upon resuming the student's education so long as the student continues to meet all other 34 
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applicable eligibility requirements; and 1 

(ii) In the case of a recipient student who is a member of the national guard or a member 2 

of a reserve unit of a branch of the United States military and is unable to satisfy one or more 3 

specified conditions because the student is or will be in basic or special military training, or is or 4 

will be participating in a deployment of the student's guard or reserve unit, the student may continue 5 

to receive an award under the scholarship program upon completion of the student's basic or special 6 

military training or deployment. 7

number and titles of positions of each agency and the estimates of personnel costs for the next fiscal 24 

year, and with the inventory required by § 35-1.1-3(b)(4). Provided, however, in those years that a 25 

new governor is inaugurated, the new governor shall submit the budget on or before the first 26 

Thursday in February. In the budget the governor may set forth in summary and detail: 27 

(1) Estimates of the receipts of the state during the ensuing fiscal year under laws existing 28 

at the time the budget is transmitted and also under the revenue proposals, if any, contained in the 29 

budget, and comparisons with the estimated receipts of the state during the current fiscal year, as 30 

well as actual receipts of the state for the last two (2) completed fiscal years. 31 

(2) Estimates of the expenditures and appropriations necessary in the governor's judgment 32 

for the support of the state government for the ensuing fiscal year, and comparisons with 33 

appropriations for expenditures during the current fiscal year, as well as actual expenditures of the 34 
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state for the last two (2) complete fiscal years; provided, further, in the event the budget submission 1 

includes any transfers of resources from public corporations to the general fund, the budget 2 

submission shall also include alternatives to said transfers. 3 

(3) Financial statements of the: 4 

(i) Condition of the treasury at the end of the last completed fiscal year; 5 

(ii) The estimated condition of the treasury at the end of the current fiscal year; and 6 

(iii) Estimated condition of the treasury at the end of the ensuing fiscal year if the financial 7 

proposals contained in the budget are adopted. 8 

(4) All essential facts regarding the bonded and other indebtedness of the state. 9 

(5) A report indicating those program revenues and expenditures whose funding source is 10 

proposed to be changed from state appropriations to restricted receipts, or from restricted receipts 11 

to other funding sources. 12 

(6) Such other financial statements and data as in the governor's opinion are necessary or 13 

desirable. 14 

(b) Any other provision of the general laws to the contrary notwithstanding, the proposed 15 

appropriations submitted by the governor to the general assembly for the next ensuing fiscal year 16 

should not be more than five and one-half percent (5.5%) in excess of total state appropriations, 17 

excluding any estimated supplemental appropriations, enacted by the general assembly for the 18 

fiscal year previous to that for which the proposed appropriations are being submitted; provided 19 

that the increased state-share provisions required to achieve fifty percent (50%) state financing of 20 

local school operations as provided for in P.L. 1985, ch. 182, shall be excluded from the definition 21 

of total appropriations. 22 

(c) Notwithstanding the provisions of § 35-3-7(a), the governor shall submit to the general 23 

assembly a budget for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2006, not later than the fourth (4th) Thursday 24 

in January 2005. 25

assembly a supplemental budget for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2006, and/or a budget for the 27 

fiscal year ending June 30, 2007, not later than Thursday, January 26, 2006.

SECTION 37. Section 16-59-9 of the General Laws in Chapter 16-59 entitled "Council on 10 

Postsecondary Education [See Title 16 Chapter 97 - The Rhode Island Board of Education Act]" is 11 

hereby amended to read as follows: 12 

16-59-9. Educational budget and appropriations. [Effective February 1, 2020.] 13 

(a) The general assembly shall annually appropriate any sums it deems necessary for 14 

support and maintenance of higher education in the state and the state controller is authorized and 15 

directed to draw his or her orders upon the general treasurer for the payment of the appropriations 16 

or so much of the sums that are necessary for the purposes appropriated, upon the receipt by him 17 

or her of proper vouchers as the council on postsecondary education may by rule provide. The 18 

council shall receive, review, and adjust the budget for the office of postsecondary commissioner 19 

and present the budget as part of the budget for higher education under the requirements of § 35-3-20 

4. 21 

(b) The office of postsecondary commissioner and the institutions of public higher 22 

education shall establish working capital accounts. 23 

(c) Any tuition or fee increase schedules in effect for the institutions of public higher 24 

education shall be received by the council on postsecondary education for allocation for the fiscal 25 

year for which state appropriations are made to the council by the general assembly; provided that 26 

no further increases may be made by the board of education or the council on postsecondary 27 

education for the year for which appropriations are made. Except that these provisions shall not 28 

apply to the revenues of housing, dining, and other auxiliary facilities at the university of Rhode 29 

Island, Rhode Island college, and the community colleges including student fees as described in 30 

P.L. 1962, ch. 257 pledged to secure indebtedness issued at any time pursuant to P.L. 1962, ch. 257 31 

as amended. 32 

(d) All housing, dining, and other auxiliary facilities at all public institutions of higher 33 

learning shall be self-supporting and no funds shall be appropriated by the general assembly to pay 34 
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operating expenses, including principal and interest on debt services, and overhead expenses for 1 

the facilities, with the exception of the mandatory fees covered by the Rhode Island promise 2 

scholarship program as established by § 16-107-3. Any debt-service costs on general obligation 3 

bonds presented to the voters in November 2000 and November 2004 or appropriated funds from 4 

the Rhode Island capital plan for the housing auxiliaries at the university of Rhode Island and 5 

Rhode Island college shall not be subject to this self-supporting requirement in order to provide 6 

funds for the building construction and rehabilitation program. The institutions of public higher 7 

education will establish policies and procedures that enhance the opportunity for auxiliary facilities 8 

to be self-supporting, including that all faculty provide timely and accurate copies of booklists for 9 

required textbooks to the public higher educational institution's bookstore. 10 

(e) The additional costs to achieve self-supporting status shall be by the implementation of 11 

a fee schedule of all housing, dining, and other auxiliary facilities, including but not limited to, 12 

operating expenses, principal, and interest on debt services, and overhead expenses. 13 

(f) The board of education is authorized to establish a two (2) restricted-receipt account 14 

accounts for the higher education and industry centers established throughout the state: one to 15 

collect lease payments from occupying companies, and fees from room and service rentals, to 16 

support the operation and maintenance of the facilities.; and one to collect donations to support 17 

construction, operations and maintenance. All such revenues shall be deposited to the restricted-18 

receipt account accounts. 19 

(g) Notwithstanding subsections (a) and (d) of this section or any provisions of this title, to 20 

the extent necessary to comply with the provisions of any outstanding bonds issued by the Rhode 21 

Island health and educational building corporation or outstanding lease certificates of participation, 22 

in either case, issued for the benefit of the university of Rhode Island, the community college of 23 

Rhode Island, and/or Rhode Island college, to the extent necessary to comply with the provisions 24 

of any such bonds or certificates of participation, the general assembly shall annually appropriate 25 

any such sums it deems necessary from educational and general revenues (including, but not limited 26 

to, tuition) and auxiliary enterprise revenues derived from the university of Rhode Island, the 27 

community college of Rhode Island and Rhode Island college, to be allocated by the council on 28 

postsecondary education or by the board of trustees of the university of Rhode Island, as 29 

appropriate, in accordance with the terms of the contracts with such bondholders or certificate 30 

holders. 31 

(h) The board of education is authorized to establish a restricted receipt account for income 32 

generated by the Rhode Island nursing education center through the rental of classrooms, 33 

laboratories, or other facilities located on the Providence campus of the nursing education center. 34 
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All such revenues shall be deposited to the restricted receipt account. 1 

SECTION 38. This article shall take effect as of July 1, 2020, except as otherwise provided 2 

herein. 3
